IMMIGRATION FROM DAKOTA. 


The number of letters of enquiry which 
are being continually received in this and 
other parts of the Northwest from persons 
resident in Dakota and other Northwestern 
States isso large and they are of such a 
nature as to be of national interest. These 
letters tell more than the words which they 
contain. They tell of thousands of Canadian 
settlers In all parts of these Northwestern 
States—men of energy, of industry and of 
enterprize—who having accepted the misre- 
presentations of the railroad companies and 
fand agents of these states as gospel, and 
risked their all on their truth, find that they 
have settled in a region of which the climatic 
conditions are so unfavorable, that energy, 
industry and enterprise count for nothing 
and that they themselves are in many cases 
reduced to beggary, with absolute starvation 
but few removes away. Unless they make 
up their minds to simply starve these people 
must move somewhere, and it would seem 
that as man as have heard favorable 
accounts of the Northwest are turning their 
attention in this direction. Even those who 
have been less unfortunate are as heartiiy 
sick of the political, municipal and social 
relations existing in the States as they are 
of the material failures which have been 
theia lot while there: To put the matter 
shortly: There is, owing to a combination 
of circumstances, a most excellent oppor- 
tunity to retrieve to a great extent the losses 
from the agricultural exodus! of the past ten 
years, by getting the men who hrve gone out 
back, with no doubt a fair sprinkling of their 
fellow settlers of other nationalities. While 
the unfortunates of these Westegn States are 
—in the case of the Canadians at least 
poorer than when thev went there, and 
frequently abjectly poor; they are rich in ex- 
perience of the kind that is of the most 
value to the Northwestern settler and of the 
kind that under the favorable conditions 
ordinarily prevailing here can be turned 
into actual cash ina very few years. Barring 
their poverty—and this exists rather by com- 
parison than in fact they are by long odds 
and in every Way tho most desirable class of 
settlers that this country can secure; there 
are thousands of tens of thotisands of them; 
and the question is. What is being done by 
arly one to place the attractions of this coun- 
try properly and systematically before them 
and assist their removal hither, It is a gen- 
eral complaint that the efforts of all the 
several immigration agencies of the federal 
government in the British islands and on the 
continent of Europe, of the C. P. R com. 
pany on both sides of the Atlantic, and of 
the Manitoba government in the eastern 
provinees have had very poor results during 
the past few years. The total arrivals this 
year from, these felds falls bulow that of last 
year, nothwithstanding the continued efforts 
that have been made. Would it not then be
